to his own Caſtle of Dorto, whers the Parqueſs determi⸗ 
ned ts make bis abode during the Anfancy- of Pleudippo : 
Flermia was by Donrvallo.yyzeſently imbarqusd ints Polonia; 
and having ſatisfied his Fathers Legactes,greal Triumphs 
were pzepared againſt the day of bis eſtabliſhment, where. 
in all — their Daths foz their latotull obedience fo their 
new King. | ab 2 

All theſe things being perfcded,and this day of expecta- 
tion finifhed, Donvalle to pzoenrs the further content of dis 
Hobles, and to gain the general good will of his Subjecs, 
cauſed a Tourny to bs pzoclaimed to continue foz the ſpace 
of cight dars: All whtch time, the King not onely onter- 
tained his Nobles, but alſo divers other Crange Pzinces, 
and great Eſtates, with moſt Nopal ana:ſumptacus Bane 
quetting.and all other Pzincely dclights.uſnally had at ſuch 
bonourable and famous Exerciſes. Many wozthy feats of 
Chivalry were there added, bohich (in that they belong little 
to the intended diſcourſe of our pzcſent Viſtozp) 1 pyeter- 
mit with ltlence. 2); 

Now theſe days being ended. the King cauſed yet eight 
days moze to be holden fo ether: Conrtly Paſttmes, as 
Wraſtling, Ranning,Loaping Uaniting, Yawkirg, Yun- 
ting, Dancing, @wozveplaying, and fuch like. Poa, thelz 
ſpozts were applauded on all ſides, not onely with the Ho⸗ 
bility, but sven with all tha Commons'in/genoral, with 
ringing of Beis, maktug/of men, res, 'Palyues, Pum- 
meries, and Poziſcoos, "with al ktnd of u,. ſtrange 
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Pageants. and rate inventions, that might either delight 
the ear oʒ content the eye : Vea, and to corclude ſuch was 
the crce's herein uſed, as either in Arragon, oz any ether 
bo2dering Nations, befoze that tie was never (wn 03 
heard. But as things without mean cannot continue, fo 
thele things had their end; the Meurneys are paſt the ſpozts 
are ctaled, all took their leaves, and departed. 

By this time the coKers of Artagon were well decreaſed, 
yet Donvallo had no intent any way to diminich his ſuper - 
fludus txpences, but having given them Pils laxative, he 
now intended te make them bomit up thefr bowels; foz as 
the fatteſt ground it it be not filled bzingeth fozth nothing 
but wirds, ſo the ſhar peſt wit (it it be not exerciſed) incli⸗ 
neth to greateſt wickedneſs ; and be having now the bzidle 
at liberty, be let ſlip the reins of bis affection ta all diſto⸗ 
ints living and (mpiety. As befozs he ſpent bis treaſures 
in Triumphs now be conſamed his time in Taverns neg⸗ 
leaing wis dome, and wholly ſubjecting biniſelf unto wine, - 
and wantonnelſs, yea, in ſuch exceive ſoꝛt as though he had 
only purpoſed to have offered up his ſenl foz a ſacrifice unto 
the B;zunken God head of Bacchus, as if hs had ben bozn to 
litt a pot, and not to lead a lie, and to make Venus Altars 
(moks with the riches of Arragon. 

bus following his want on and lib{dfncns-paſtines, 
he entertatne d ſuch a crew of Curte zans, as it he had meant 
to make the Court at Arrzgon a publick Stew of all iniqut- 
ty. Among this cenvent ot curſed Concubines, was one nas 
med Fallacia,who(accogding to the old Pzoverb)had not her 
name foz naught. This Fa lada being moze beantifull then 
the reſt (though not nio2;obonef,) and moze witty (yet ths 
moꝛe witty the moze wanton;) this(I ſay)avove all the reſt 
was paſſing pleaſing in the eys of Donvallo, and thoreſsz8 
bis moſt dear ly boloved..

\a the Kings bzother : the reaſon was this. @be Bing be- 
ing in his pzogreſs lodged at ths Carl Piaucv's wyere Do- 
roſa was bʒought up; where ſhe be ing among the trop of his 
Nobles, and thz young Dake hearing her to be one ef the 
chief Har pies that devcared his brothers vertues, the be⸗ 
witching Ci ces that allured him to vice and the monſtrous 
Go: gon that of a man fransfozmed him io a beaſt; made nv 
ſemblance of friendſhtp towards her; but ſ@ing come in his 
pꝛeſente, with a tloud bzow, diſcovered by his Lyon-lok 
the true Pap of Pagnantmitę. his face deciphering bis an- 
ger, and dis ers ſparkling disdain: thus with a face ful cf 
diſcontent, anda Pzincely frown, be turned his back and 
dspartod, nat coraing fozth any meze out of his chamber un- 
tu the departure ef bis Bꝛother. Fallaciaſ&ing this (as a 
gullte Conſcience is pzone to judge the worst) betheugbt 
her, that it Dorofa ſhꝛuld lius to mans eſtate, and come in 
account with his bzother, che might Cut up ber ſhop:  Sbe 
therefozs (as there is no wickedneſs above the wickedniſs 
of a woman) fell to maſtering cf whole Armies dk cogitati- 
ons, ſummoning together all the Parliament of ter dam⸗ 
ned ſenſes,: howto bzing 2 Domſ bay upon this young 
Dake. Now envy having butlt a black Sepulchcr of hatred 
in her vzeft, and hading laid the plot of her deceit, friding 
cppoztuaity a kind Agent, ſet her wits on the Tenfers to 
perfozm her peltiferons ſtratagem in this wile.

Fallacia ſgefng the Prologue of her wiſhed Tragedy ſozt 
to ſuch effect, parpoſing nat to let the ball fall to the greund, 
pzclecuted her intent in this wiſe, Dead Doveraign, and 
moſt renowned King, whoſe love At eem above allearth- 
ly treaſure, ea and mach moze then mine own life;no man 
bath any ways cfcred diolence unto my perſon, neither is 
the leaſt touch of injury pꝛoffered unto thy dufifull and o⸗ 
bedient bandmaid F-l/acia ; much leſs can the di ſire of any 
range inventions, heaps of treaſurss, oz houſes filled with 
all manner of riches, p2ocurs ſuch uncoutb paſCions in the 
heart of thy beloved Fallaca: Fallacia knows her ſelf that 
the enſoys not onely the fat and beff god of all the Coun 
trey of Aragon, but even ths moſt mighty Monarch himſelf;

thus rigozenfiy replied. Proud Boy, it is now no time to 
anſwer thy demand; but prepare thy (elf to beat him compa- 
ny to the infetnal Hags: And ſo made foward him to habs 
gtven him a ſip ot the ſame ſawes. But the ather be ing of 
u milder temper, (end firred thoreto by ſome divine mos 
on) leaped between them with his Napier dzawon, and ut- 
tered theſs ſpeeches. 

J tell thee Bernaculus ( fog ſo was this Rufflan called) 
we may with better conſcience ſave thts Liv , and yet ob» 
tain our deffrs at the Kings bands, 

Ponder at the Yaven is a ſhip of Pagans, even now in 
areadineſs to ſct ſatl , to them will we ſoil-Dorola , and ſo 
hall we net be guiltp of the murther, and yet receive a dou⸗ 
ble reward, To this was Bernaculus eafily {nduced, rather 
to receive monoy oz bis body, then foz any remozſe of his 
wicked conſcience. Yereupon Brandillo(foz (6 teas the other 
of the to called)tok Doroſi by the hand, and byiefly thew 
ed him, how. that it was the King bis bothers pleaſurs 
that ther ſhoulv-have murthered him: vet notwiehſtand⸗ 
ing. they wers content to give him lite, and to let dim libs 
among thoſe Mores and Pagans; pzovived,bo wonly _ | 
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ip pꝛomiſs never ts maks himſelf known to any, which if 
be did, they were ſars to help fo paciſte bis bzothers ſary 
with the loſs of their lives. And ret this would not ſo ap- 
peals his rage, but the fary theref wonld ſtretch it ſelf unts 
the uttermoſt bounds of tho earth, in queſt cf him to be⸗ 
reave bis life. Doroſa ſeeing it was no boot foz him to bs 
froward, quickly condiſcended to this requeT, ratifying ths 
ſame with an oath. never fo diſcover their dealing: and bs- 
ing come fo the Ship, they pzoffered them their merchan- 
dize. The Pagans (@ing ſo beautiful a Lad, they pzeſcut- 
ly bargatncd with them, and agreed to gibe them thirty 
* Duckets foz the lovely Youth. 

bus having ſurniſhed themſelbes fo; their voyage with 
a pleaſant gale thoy furrowed the ocean with ſach expeditt- 
on, that in a ſhozt time they were far enough from all the 
parts of Aragon, where dos will leave Doroſa with theſs 
Anſidels, and return again to Donvallo and his complices. 
beſe things diſpatched , Bernaculus and bis companion 
baffed again to the King,whom they certified how ther had 
ſcaled Dorola aquiftance of his life : the King received no 
(mall content witd this nows , who immediately made the 
ſame known fo Fallacia ; ſhe on the other ſive , now thongbt 
per (olf ſufficientię rebenged , that (oz one cop lok had 
wzought bis deErnaion. 

Donyallo very liberallyrewarded his miniſers of miſ- 
chtef,vot mozs with pzomiles then paiments, althangh both 
wers great, yea and much the greater in that be pzctenved 
to nſe them again in the like damnableacions. 

Don was Doroſa mifCing at the Earl Plauco's, who bes 
{ng fall of grief, ſent ſgarchers thzoughout all the Country 
of Aragon ; and the being found flaſn, made them 
bade ſmall hops of bis PaCeors life. p 

Theſs Nowss were quickly blown ants the Conrf, 
which made the King ſhow a counterfeit kinds of lamen- 
tation; and to maks the ſame ſeem the greater, be fell 
in rage again the Earl, Jad! lmmeniotely ——

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him to vepzeciatmed Trapboz, and that by his negligencs, 


oz rather by his conſent, bts bzother Docoſa was moſt bil. 


laineullę and tratterouſlę made away. And fo eaſe the Carl 


of theſe late ſozrowes , hs cauſed his head to bs ſmitten off 
kram his ſhovlvers. This was no ſconer done, but imme⸗ 
diatly he canſed all bis bzothers Pakevome,and the Carles 
poſleſſi ons to be ſeiled into his own hands. 

And now having rid himſelf of the one Brother, he 
thought every minute a day. and ebery dap a pear, until hs 
had ſealed his younger bzother a Paſpozt to bear the other 
company ; but the Parqueſs of Rino ſging what vefel un- . 
to the Earl, by the loſs of Doroſa, kept it m ſo traightly in 
the Cattle, as be ſnffered him not to paſs any further then 
inks the Garden «aZjoyning unte his Chamber, and then als 
wayes attended by ten tall fell owes at the leaſt; wich 
Donvaſlo underſtanding, and perceiving he could not tom ⸗ 
paſs his intent as be did Che other , intended to play faſt 
and loſe after another manner. | 

And reſting in thisteterminatfon, bs played the ſubtle 
Rayaard, as pou ſhall pzeſently hear: One day calling a 
Purſevant he ſent in all baſfe foz the Parqueſs of Rino, 
who being come the King feigning bimſelf very ſozrowful 
fo; ths loſs of Doroſa , bztcfiy declared nnto the Parqueſs, 


in that he had miſcarried with tho Earl, he meant to have 


Pleud:ppo into his own hands therefoze( qd.be)diſpatch and 
with all expedition let him be bzonght (oz the fear which I 
vave of him, cauſeth me that 3 ſhall never reft in quiet un; 
till J havz dim ſate in my own caffoby. 

The Marqueſs was not much diſyleaſed with this com⸗ 
mand, by reaſon of the danger which he knew was always 
permanent over his head, if any intended Treaſon heul 
be by any means eff ged, as the apparent «ximple of the 
Earimanifeftly declarev. And although his allcgiance to 


the det al td King, and his love toward the yenng Pleudip- 


po. made him unwilling to commit thts tender Lamb to the 
Wolf foz bis ſafeguard , as he ſeared the ſequel would — 
peis; 
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pꝛeſs: yet notwithſtanding all this withont delay he per- 
fozmed his pzecept, and ſent'Pieudippo fa the Court, whom 
tho Ring, as one whom natural wit had tanght a politike 
kind of viſſimulation, hiding fire in the aſhes, with all car- 
te ſte entertained, cauſtug him always fo dine and ſap at his 
own Table, and very ſeldome oz ne ber to depart aut of his 
own pzclence, 

This pꝛocured no ſmall joy in the bearts of his Pobles, 
and eſpectallyin the Parqueſs of Rno, who now vegan to 
candemn his pzejadicafed opinion, and to blame himſelk. 
fo; ſuffcring any ſuch conceit to enter into bis decctved 
tente. Thus continued ths pad bidden in the Eraw,foz the 
ſpace of half a year. But now Donvallo boiling again in 
the beat of his malictons madneſs , thonght be lent Pleu- 
dippe over-long a lite; therefoze ſending koz his fozmer 
kil-cows, charged them that che next day they ſhould makes 
away Plcudippo, 

And ths better to act this bleude Tragedie, by one 
means oz ther to ſeduce him cut of the Pallace, and hew 
they ſhould be highly eſte med + reward: foz their pains: 
and foz their faithful ſervice he would grace them with 
the renowned ©zder of Knightheod, and when his ſiitker 
Flermia Mas of age, he pzomiſed to beſfow her upon ons of 
them to Wife : theſe fair wozds ſtirred up willing mindes 
in theſe graceleſs Millains, who eff@med ns heaven 
but wealth, and reckoned every great gift foz ſome petty 
god, ſuch a whetſtone to courage was the pzomiſe of p;e- 
* ferment to theſe baſe companions. Now the next dap being 

come they attended with all diligence to finde Pleudippo 
at advantage. \ . 

Du ing tbe fozencon they found neue: but after dinner 
it ſo fell cut as they eſpied Pleudippo alone in one of the 
Gardens belonging unto the Pallsce; where appzoaching 
toward him, with enticing ſpeches tbey aligred him fur» 
ther abꝛoad yet not ſo cloſely, but by chance a certain knight 

being in an Arbour,both heard and (aw them: ret nothing 
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ſuſpected their wicked dzift and trechery, they once having 
him abzoad , dzew him toward the ſea fide, fhinking te 
make ſale of him as they did of the other; but coming to 
the Vaven they fonnd no chip in readineſs , but they per- 
ceived ons belonging fo the @olbane of N:quea under ſapl, 
not far from the ſhaze, which they ſeeing got into a certain 
Boat, and like tall Mariners made after them: but (ach 
was the ſwiftne's of the Bark and the unskilfalneſs of 
theſe new @ap\crs, that the further they rowed the moze 
they were bebinds. 

They ſeeing themſelves in this fruffrate of their bope, 
put poled to have caſt Pleudippo over-brozd, to bs dzenched 
in the waves. Mhiles they were yet in this determination, 
behold there came a little Skiff floating on the Waves, 
Which they (ceing, and having haled the (ame nnto them, 
altered their determination; and as they had made Mer⸗ 
chandize of one to the Mores, ſa they committed the other to 
the mercy ofthe (eas ( having taken his oath that if foztuns 
ſhouid permit his ſafety. not fo diſcober himſelf) and ſet him 
inthe kiff without either @ail oz Dar, oz any ſuccour to 
ſuſtain himſelf , where we willlikswiſe leave him to the 
mercy of Eolus, and the ſea gods, and return with Bernacu- 
jus and Brandillo, to ſee how Donvallo gxalts them foz the 
erecution of his tyzanny. No foner were they come aſhoze 
but pzeſenfly they were attached upon ſuſpition of mur- 
ther, and by the Pargueſs of Rino committed to ſafe cuſto⸗ 
dy. foz that Pi-udippo was already wanting in the Court, 
A id the Knight which ſaw them lead him away, bad alrea- 
dz made the fame known.

Pleudippo viewing the Qatsly buildings colt 
ly Galleries, and gallant fronp of Nobles calling to mind 
the deceaſe of his royal Father, the eſtafe from whence he 
was taln. the magnificence ef that Court, and the cruelty 
of his bzother : theſe dzave him into ſuch a dump, as the

Tbe County having rendzed him moſt hart thanks, cal-

\wered; be was at his pleaſure at all times willing d ready 
to the utmoſt of his (mall ability. Now from this day foz⸗ 
ward did Doꝛoſa ſerve the Connty,continuing with him 2 
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be came to the age of 18 years, greatly elteemed et the 

Ccunty fo; bis vertas and boneſty . beloved of bis Lay 

fo; his exquiſite beauty, and generally affc&ed of all the 
Gentlemen and ſervants belonging to the bouſe fo2 bts 
ceartecus and kind converſation amonglt them; but eſpect- 
ally of bis Lady, who would willingly habe rei ded to him 
large thoughts of ber chaſtity, and made him cozrival with 
bis Lozd in lobe: Wu: to young ts (olicite ſuch a 

lait, and lear with rom hazarding her credit in 

the hands of (nch a'youngling fearce able to conceive of the 

beat of affection, Thus continued de I ſay, foz the ſpacs of 
ſour years, without acting any great matter wezthy the re - 
tital: which becanſs his deeds were (0 many as might re- 

plete large Melumns, to avoid both mine own topl, and

Now at that time there was in the Fozreff avjopning to 
the Counties Pallace, a wonderful wild Boze , this Boze

intent: Theleſpeches ended, be commanded all bis men 
to Arms. The Knights and Gentlemen all agreed ts the 
Counties dt termination, rather foz fear of his diſpleaſure, 
then — any defi. o they had to encounter with this terrible 
monſter. | * 
Thus all things being in a readineſs, they entrev'into 
| tbe Fozreft all armed, to (hs number of thz& bhunvzed , a- 
mong whom was Doroſa , who rods on a very god courſer, 
n which ty"

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pꝛeſent judged far unfit foz ſo young a youth, Thus range⸗ 
ing about the Fezreſt to ronſe this ugly Monſter, ſeœ king a 
long time, and not finding him: at length they diſpterced 
themſelves (ome one way and ſome another , "ſearching a⸗ 
bout the thickeſt of the Fozreſt : Now by chance, as they 
were thus ſcattered abzoad the County was quite caſt off 
from all bis company.and ſ&king to obertake them. by evil

The County was cloſs upon him befoze be ſaw him and

bis ſwoꝛd lighting thereon flew in thꝛæ peices, the Baze 
fill following faſt upon him: Which Doroſa ſteing and fins 
ding his weapons fail him, with an atmirable courage he 
caſt the hilt of his {wozd at the. Bozes head, which lighted 
ſo right upon the griffles of his noſe that the Boze gave a 
monſtrous cry, which Doroſa ſeeing,being quick and lively, 
and never moze quick then in this extremity, with a ponth- 
ful leapgot to the County, and baving recovered hie (wozp 
mot the foul monſter, who came gaping toward him as (f 
be would habs entombed him whole in bis radeneus panch; 
wbich Doroſa _ „ faking oppsztunity by the fozebead, 
thzuft bis (wozd into bis month and followed the ſame 
with fuch puſCancs as he ſheathed it in his body almoſt up 
to the hilt: this foꝛced the Boze togive back which Do- 
roſa perceiving thonght he had (ped him and gallttle 
farther strength, pierced him quite thzough the heart, ſq 
that with a bideous cry be fell to the earth where weltting 
a while in his own blond, {immediately gave his laſt gaſp:

firs in the heart of this beautiful Pzinceſs, as could ne ber 
be extinguiſhed , as yen ſhall hear hereafter. And Ferato 
fully determined in himſelf, ik occaſton ſerved foz him fo 
ſeek range adventures, to make this nnknown Ponth 
companion with him in bis travels, | 

Bat hers we mut loave them awhile to their ſsveral o⸗ 
pintons, and follow our Hunt. men whom we left in the 
Fozreſt. Wo lon as they had ſent awap the Bozes head, 
two ef the chief Knights took Doroſa and cauſed him to ride 
triumpbant⸗like befw&n them fo to the Counties pallace, 
whers they all were mot bonourablyfeaftes ; every one re- 
nowning Doroſa by all the means they tould, allowing him 
at that time the next rom to his L02d, as the t ſfictent canſs 
of all their extraozdinary refoycing , ever extolling dis va⸗ 
lour to the higheſt degree.

Dne evening divers Knights and Gentlemen being 
ot ſupper atthe Counties, they fell in talk of Albina the

Lavy.in all Europe another pꝛoteſting the whole circait of 


the earth affezded nat her equal; anether affirming, that if 
Hellen of Greece, and Lucretia of Rome were both bing, 
C2 would ſurpaſs the one in beanty, and equal the other 


in modefy. | 


Lbus every man paſſed bis jndg ment. ſome ons war and 
ſame another ; but to cenclude ; all fappoſed hor fo be ths 
lively pattern of all perfegions. Natures bett piece, and a 
Nimphy ſupernatural. Doroſa well hearing alt their ſpeech» 
es decreed in his minde to have a ſight of that Phenix , bcs 
fo;e be \eft the confines of Hung ia. Mhiles Dotoſa ws 
thus in the mid doſt of his imagin atian and the Gentlemen 
Till inths height dt their pꝛaiſes,. a Herald entt ea the hall, 
and being himſelf in revotence ta the County and n- 
bies at the table, delivered his meſlage unto this _ 
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Wozthy and thzice noble County, in the Kings Majc⸗ 
fiiesname I kindely ſalnte you. J am here cowmanded 
( by vertue of a Commiſſion under his P:ſefties hand) to 
charge and command ydn upen pain ef his Bighneſs dil⸗ 
pleaſure , that with all (peed you gather by ſound of dzum, 
oz 6therwiſe, all ſuch fozces as can pcfſitbly be raiſcd with- 
in all theſe parts ef the Kingdome , and with them in all 
haſte fo repair toward bis Pajeſty ; foz this day the great 
Turk that high and mighty commander of Aſia, bath inva⸗ 
ded the confines of Hungaria , with a pui{fſant army cf two 
hundzer thonſand trong and hardy ſouldters, ſwearing by 
Mahomet, Alcaron, andthe (hzine of Mecha, to wozk the 
utter ruine of this Kingdom, if the King will not give him 
bis fair danghter the beautiful Albina to wife ; the which 
all peu know how contrary the ſame is to car pzofcfſicn 
and Religicn. And rather had the Lady bereav: her (lf

But this raiſed a content in the heart of Doroſa,who hap 
no vowed himſelf to fotlobs arms, and further bopod in 
theſs wars to act ſomething that might be acceptable to ths 
ears ef that erquiſite Pzinceſs.

man being able to weild theſame : Me alſo tok a notable 
Yoaſe cat of ths able, ſellow to the ſame the Ccuncybim- 
ſelf rode upon, two better were not in all the realm of 
Hungaria : Doroſa being thus richly mounted, mady bis 
bozſe fetch ſuch cariers and levaltoes, as made the earth 
toqu.ke and tremble at the retolute boldneſs of (ach a ri - 
der: and being in this bzavery,ſuch was his magnani maus 
minde, as be thought himſelf able to encounter an Army 
with bis own ſtagle irength, 

The County ſteing him thus mounted, was fully reſel⸗ 
ved, that if foztune ſhewed her ſelf favourable, Dotoſa 
would perfozm mighty dds of chivalry in the battle. oo 
being all in readineſs, they marched in very comely egui- 
page toward the King, who by this time was ready to en⸗ 
ter into the field, having in his army 30000 ſouldiers 2 
with him was likewiſe the Dake «f Potenna, baving with 
him 20000. | 

Now when tho Counties power wore ceme , they wers 
in all moze then 60000 frong , but the Turk had thzes 
times ſo many: and further he pzoteſted, except the King

Whis made the Conte of all Hungaria fo tremble , but 
necefſicas non habet legem: Cho King was reſolute , and the 
reft muſt either fight oz dye, and ſ@ing that delap bzed dans 
ger, in that the Turk fill lakes foz new ſupplies ont of 
other countries, he divided bis Arwy, the Front whereof 
was led by the Dukr of Porenna whom he appointed to 
give the fiſt charge, having under him 15000, 80 bimſelc 
with the ponng Prince Feraro his ſon, led the ts bats 
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talta; the County of 1uccain led the Rereguard, heving in 
bis Army full ten thouſand , among whom was that ans 
known Do:oſa. Now the King placed the County under 
the ſide ol an hill, wiſhing him not to ſtir till the time cf 
their greateſt danger. | 

The King having thus ozdered his Army,infending pꝛe⸗ 


ſentlę to ſet upon his enemies, who were there ready in 


the plain nigh to the Caſtle of Porenna, enccuraged his 
ſeuldlers with theſe ſpeeches : 

Renowned Hungarians and my companions in Arms, 
whoſe balour hath equalliztd the moſt valiant, as they 
that dwell in far remote climates can repozt , and the 
Turks themſelves (by pꝛot᷑ hereof in times paſt) can teſti⸗ 
fie;yea.and the wings of odere winde can while the ſame; 
then ſer ing you have already obtained the fame of feztitude, 
let not the multitude of theſe unbelelbing Infidels any 
whit dant the courage of pour never danted valonr, thaugh 
they be thz& foz one, our cauſe is juſt, and theꝝ contrarp to 
all reaſon, like unto (ach wicked Anfidels as they them- 
ſelves are (foz unto no other can compare them, in that 
their wickedneſs cannot be equalled with any ) they I ſap, 
with fire and (wozd ſeek fo bereade us of car iibes, to lead 
our wives any childzen captives, and fo make a _deſolats 
wilderneſs of this our famous country and kingdoms, oz 
giſe that which is wozſe, here to place the name of their 
moſt monſtrous idol. 

Moze he would have (a{d, but with this he was fozced to 
bzeak of his Ozation, foz that the Turk already, gave an 
allarum to the fight, The right wing led by the Ming of 
Aquilea, gabe a furiens aſauit upon the foze-front of the 
Hungarians, pzefſing on with their thick troops, laying on 
beady blowes on ſuch ſozt, that in leſs then halt an hour the 
Dukes power was almoſt wholly difcomfited : 'which the 
King of Huagacia (&ing; ruſhed fozth with his main batte l 
with ſuch ſary, as they bozs and beat down the Turkes 
hozſe and men fo the ground, ſo that * ſpace mozs then 
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"ten thouſandpagans lap weltering in i their own blond: In 
thts conũ ta the King of Aquilea was flain, and the Duke 
of Porentii ſo Tozo hurt, that he was lain ts be carried ont of 
the arme into his tent. 

The grand Sultans ſeing this, pzeſſcd fozth with all 
the ranks of his main Army: now began the battel with 
ſuch rigour as u{xht habe diſmayed the Crengeft csurage 
to behold the fary of this fight: there might you hear the 
dzums thunder, the trumpets founding, the fifes warv⸗ 


ling: there might you ſer the Untgbts calt off their hozſes, 


dozles running Sithont their mafers, ſoms without arms,

And 
with this they all ruched upon their enem(2s keping them? 
ſolves -cloſc to (acccur each ether in all enſuing dangers, o⸗ 
der thꝛowing and beating down both+hozſs and men to tho 
grownd.-whoſoeber came their way ; ſending whole Miriads 


of thoſe barvarousg Tartarians tu accompany Pluto in his in- 


fcrtial region, and eternizing their names thzongb ths 


baugbtineſs of their balours. Now begun the battel to be 


fierce' and ervnel, every one Eriving to excel the ther by 


telt rololute endeaverxrs: bn the other fide the Tarcatian 


glants being placed in the foze-front of the battel, waought 
great damage to the Aragonians, danting their courages in 
ſach ſoꝛt with their migbty Trokes, that they were nothing 
fozward to encounter their afſajlants; which Pleudippo ſiæ⸗ 
ing, wilting Colmodril t attend upon him, they two loa- 
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ving Dorola, Ferars, and Corillus, fetching their circumie. 
rence, entred among the Aragonians : Pleudippo ſeeing one 
of the Tartatian giants which made great langhter , ſet his 
ſpear to bis reſt, and with an high voice crying ont, Ar⸗go- 
nia, Aragonia, he encenntred this giant with ſuch puiſſance, 
that at the firft Kroke hs fell dead fo the garth. Coſmoqdtil 
kollswing his lozd ts an inch, laid on ſuch heavy load, that 
the Tararians were glad on all fines te free his paſſage 2 
this ſtirred up ſuch courage among the Aragonians, that 
they pꝛeſſed ſo laſt upon their enemies, that they not able 
to ſuſtain their ſtrokes, were fozced ts gide ground. 

And Doroſa mads ſuch ha bock among them on the other 
fide, making ſach a lans among their ranks, that Pleudip- 
po and hs wers almoſt met together in the midſt of the 
field; whers being aTatled by ons of the giants that gnard- 
es the mighty Doroko's perſan 5 at the thirs ſtroke he ſeal» 
ed him ſuch a paſpozt. that his ſonl might quietly take his 

aſſage to the devil without any contradiction ; and geing 

ward jopned with Doroko himſelf , whom he bad thers 
lain. had he not pzeſently been aided by two other giants, 
and a multituds of knights and other ſouldters, who pzeſ- 
fed upon him with great violence. Ferato very val{antly 
let upaen one oftheſs giants, whom alter a long and crasl 
fight, ho tn the end ſlew. 

By this time was the giant Colrodril.get thzough his £- 
nemies, unto the place where Dotoſa was thus fighting ; 
and (&ting one of thegtants maks a blow at him, befoze tho 
fams alightod, be rok bim in ſuch fozt , chat both bis 
helm and dead were battercd in pteces: you; Dore, Pleu- 
dippo, Feraro, Coſmodril and Corillus, this daꝝ ſo their 
valeurs upon the carkaſſes of their enemies, that all the 
earth was mantled with a skarlot die, and ene could ſcarcs 
mobs his foot but he was ready to-treadupon one flaughter- 
1d body aʒ other. Thus remained the battel with ſuch cru- 
ity all this diſmal day,that of the Tartatians were Catn fonr 
glants, and full thirty thouſand —_— and ſouldters ; ann 
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ol the Aragonians were ſlain snely thꝛæ thouſand. Now ths 
fn veclining faſt toward the Ancipedes, ſhzowding bimſelf 
with bis wearted hozſes in the weft , the Tartatizus fæling 
themſelves not able any longer to endure the furp of this 
fight, turned their backs any fled, (heltring themſelves g- 
mongf the Muſcovian ranks ; but by this time Olympus ſhas 
dowed with the nights black curtain, enfozccd theſe war- 
rlours ts leave their wearted weapons and with-hoid their 
hands from cemmitting any further maſſacres. 

Tbe King of Polonia was this dap ſoze diſmayed, habing 
ſlain in his army fall ten thonſand : but bearing of the dil⸗ 
comfiture of the Tarcarians. he repnted his loſs the leſs, in 
that of his enemies were fl un fall fonr fog ons, beſtve four 
af the giants bad this dap ended their lives.
